Becky 
Nickles,  representing  Alpha  Eta  Sigma,  S.  C.  A.,  and  North  Dormitory, 
is  president.  The  committee,  which  is  chosen  by  legislature  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,  includes  the  following  girls:  LaRue 
Allison.
